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PREFACE 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  (19.6  per  1,000  of  the  population)  is 
the  highest  recorded  in  Birkenhead  since  1926,  that  is  to  say  in  the 
last  sixteen  years.  It  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  (17.3  per  1,000)  and  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (15.8  per  1,000). 

The  number  of  births  attended  in  the  Birkenhead  Municipal 
Hospital  has  increased  from  455  in  1941  to  583  in  1942 ; this  increase 
las  heavily  taxed  the  hospital’s  resources. 

The  death  rate  in  the  Borough  has  declined  to  14.3  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  (The  rate  had  risen  from  12.9  per  1,000  in  1939  to  16.1 
per  1,000  in  1940,  and  to  18.9  per  1,000  in  1941.) 

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  which  rose  to  102  per  1,000  births  in 
1941,.  fell  in  1942  to ’68  per  1,000  births.  (In  1939  this  rate  had 
declined  to  the  lowest  point  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough — 58  per  1,000 
births.) 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  totalled  135  in  1942  as  com- 
pared with  146  in  1941.  But  the  new  cases  notified  (263)  showed  an 
ncrease  as  against  the  previous  year’s  figure  (248).

The  stillbirth  rate  was  43  per  1,000  total  births. 

Births  notified  during  1942. — During  the  year,  2,377  births  were 
notified  in  the  Borough  under  Section  203  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  Of  these,  105  were  stillbirths,  leaving  a total  of  2,272  live  births. 
This  total  includes  births  which  occurred  in  the  Birkenhead  Maternity 
Hospital,  the  Birkenhead  Municipal  Hospital,  and  the  Birkenhead 
General  Hospital,  many  of  which  were  transferable  to  other  areas.

DEATHS 

Death-rate. — 1,659  deaths  occurred  during  the  year:  the  total 
figure  includes  125  deaths  of  Birkenhead  residents  which  occurred 
outside  the  Borough,  but  excludes  242  deaths  of  non-residents  which 
occurred  in  the  area.  This  gives  a death-rate  of  14.3  per  1,000.

Coroners’  inquests. — Coroners’  inquests  were  held  regarding  88 
deaths — that  is,  in  5.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  during  the  year. 


The  Coroners’  (Amendment)  Act,  1926. — Under  the  provisions  of 

this  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  1927,  a Coroner  may 
certify  death,  after  a post-mortem  examination  has  been  held,  without 
an  inquest.  During  the  year  76  of  the  registered  deaths  (4.5  i er  cent 
of  the  total  deaths)  were  certified  in  this  way. 


Infantile  mortality. — There  were  155  deaths  of  infants  under  1 
year  old.  This  corresponds  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  6b  per 
1,000  births. 


There  were  11  deaths  in  illegitimate  infants  under  1 year  old; 
giving  an  illegitimate  mortality  rate  of  79  per  1,000.

WATER  SUPPLY,  FOOD,  AND  DRUGS 


WATER  SUPPLY 

♦During  the  year,  123  samples  of  water  from  the  A nd  other 
supplies  were  bacteriologically  examined  in  the  Laboratory  of  the 
department.  In  addition,  75  tests  for  enteric  and  2 for  hardness  have 
been  carried  out. 

MILK  SUPPLY 

53  samples  of  milk  from  farms,  etc.,  outside  the  Borough  were 
taken  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
biological  examination  at  the  Municipal  Laboratory.  1 of  these 
(approximately  2%)  was  found  to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli. 
Appropriate  action  was  taken. 

In  addition,  15  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  and  22  cows  suffering  from  mastitis  were  caused  to  be  removed 
and  treated. 

The  Veterinary  Officer  paid  quarterly  visits  to  the  7 herds  in  the 
Borough  which  are  accredited,  and  made  650  clinical  examinations  of 
dairy  cattle.  He  also  inspected  dairy  stock  on  all  other  farms  in  the 
Borough  (194  cattle). 

280  samples  of  milk  were  examined  bacteriologically  at  the 
Municipal  Laboratory  during  the  year.  252  of  these  samples  were 
satisfactory,  and  28  unsatisfactory.  Suitable  action  was  taken  with 
regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  samples. 

OTHER  FOODS:  DRUGS 

During  the  year,  162,816  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  area,  a 
decrease  of  79,648  on  the  preceding  year.  This  was  due  to  the 
abnormal  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  240  tons 
19  cwts. 

In  the  inspection  of  shops,  etc.,  foodstuffs  amounting  to 
19,462  lbs.,  6,156  tins  of  meat,  fish,  milk,  fruit,  etc.,  and  15  dozen  eggs 

were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  were  condemned. 

• 

During  1942,  504  samples  were  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  Of  these,  260  were  formal  and  244  informal;  261  were  samples 
of  milk. 

Of  the  total  number  of  samples  analysed,  16  were  reported 
adulterated,  and  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  6 of  these. 
Penalties  were  inflicted  in  3 cases. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Effect  of  the  War  on  Tuberculosis. 

During  1989,  1940  and  1941  there  was  no  increase  of  the  incidence 
of  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  in  1940  the  number  of  notified 
cases  and  the  number  of  deaths  were  among  the  lowest  recorded  in 
Birkenhead. 

Iu  1942  the  number  of  notified  cases  rose  to  approximately  the 
same  as  that  of  1988.  But  it  must  be  taken  into  consideration  that 
there  is  still  a large  number  of  residents  of  Birkenhead  who  have  been 
evacuated  to  other  areas,  so  that  the  increase  would  probably  have  been 
even  higher  had  the  population  been  the  same  as  that  in  peace-time. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  1942  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has 
risen  and,  judging  from  the  type  of  patient  being  examined  now,  this 
increase  is  likely  to  continue. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  attached  statistical  lists  that  there  has 
been  a marked  increase  in  female  cases  in  the  15-25  age  group,  and 
in  males  to  a lesser  extent.  The  nature  of  work  which  young  females 
are  now  called  upon  to  perform  is  often  of  an  arduous  nature.  During 
the  late  autumn,  winter,  and  early  spring  months  many  young  women 
rarely  see  the  daylight.  Some  of  them  employed  for  12  hours’  shifts 
at  Capenhurst  left  home  and  returned  home  in  the  dark. 

Further  such  jobs  as  acetylene  and  electric  welding,  cellulose- 
spraying, or  manipulating  lathes — jobs  which  are  tiring  even  to  a fully- 
grown  man — are  bound  to  have  a cumulative  deleterious  effect  on  young 
women  (many  of  whom  have  just  reached  puberty)  who  before  the 
war  may  have  been  employed  as  shop  assistants,  clerks  or  domestic 
servants. 

It  must  also  be  noted  that  the  lack  of  fats  tends  greatly  to  decrease 
the  resistance  of  the  body  to  a latent  tuberculous  infection. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  rise  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  will 
increase  in  all  age  groups  of  both  sexes  during  the  coming  year;  and 
that  tliis  increase  will  be  most  marked  in  the  adolescent  and  young 
adult  female  group.

Developments  in  recent  years. 

The  work  and  functions  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr. 
Foster)  in  Birkenhead  have  been  greatly  extended  during  the  past  ten 
years. 

Formerly  he  was  concerned,  almost  entirely,  with  examinations  at 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  and  did  not  concern  himself  with  any  chest 
conditions  other  than  tubercular  ones. 

To-day,  with  the  marked  increase  of,  and  reliance  on,  radiography, 
and  with  the  appointment  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  as  consultant  to 
che  staff  of  the  Municipal  Hospital,  his  sphere  has  widened.  The 
Tuberculosis  Officer  now  has  to  be  expert  in  examining  films  of  any 
chest  condition,  and  has  to  depend  on  his  own  personal  interpretation 
of  the  film  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  clinical  findings  in  deciding 
the  nature  of  the  pulmonary  lesion  and  the  type  of  treatment  to  be 
employed. 

In  Birkenhead  over  1,000  X-rays  of  chests  are  taken  during  a 
year,  of  which  more  than  half  are  taken  on  behalf  of  patients  attending 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

In  a recent  memorandum  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  state- 
ment was  made  “ every  patient  has  a right  to  expect  an  X-ray 
photograph,”  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  cases  of  pulmonary 
disease  would  escape  notice  were  it  not  for  the  aid  of  radiography. 

As  well  as  being  his  own  radiologist  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  his 
own  bronchographist  and  in  some  cases  bronchoscopist,  and  during  1942 
twenty-five  bronchography  examinations  were  made  after  injection  of 
lipiodol.  In  this  way  cases  cf  bronchiectasis  and  malignant  disease  are 
diagnosed  at  a much  earlier  stage,  and  as  the  former  disease  can  now 
be  frequently  cured  by  operative  treatment,  especially  if  discovered 
before  it  is  too  advanced,  many  lives  are  now  saved  which  in  former 
days  would  have  been  left  to  medical  measures  which  at  the  best  are 
oily  palliative  in  this  disease, 
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Great  advances  have  been  made  in  lung  surgery,  and  although  the 
Lortality  of  operative  treatment  is  still  fairly  high,  the  results  are  most 
icouraging,  especially  in  young  persons. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  three  cases  of  lobectomy  have  been 
^rformed  on  Birkenhead  patients,  and  in  all  three  the  results  have 
*en  most  satisfactory,  the  patients  now  being  able  to  lead  normal 
ves.  The  judicious  employment  of  the  thoracic  surgeon  in  selected 
ises  has  proved  of  great  value,  and  further  developments  are  being 
ade  every  year.

LEASOWE  HOSPITAL 

Children. — There  was  1 case  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year;  3 new  cases  have  been  admitted  during  the  year,  and  1 has  been 
discharged;  leaving  3 patients  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Adults. — There  were  2 female  adults  in  Leasowe  Hospital  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year;  4 new  cases  (females)  were  admitted  during 
the  year,  and  3 cases  were  discharged  before  the  end  of  the  year;  leav- 
ing 3 patients  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

BIRKENHEAD  MUNICIPAL  HOSPITAL 

Artificial  pneumothrax  treatment. — During  1942,  1,525  refills  were 

given  by  Dr.  Foster,  including  14  primary  inductions.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  334  refills  over  those  given  during  1941.  and  3 less 
primary  inductions.  There  were  1,820  screenings  performed  during  the 
year. 

X-ray  examinations. — During  the  year  880  patients  were  sent  from 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  for  X-ray  examination  at  the  Municipal 
Hospital,  an  increase  of  149  over  the  number  X-rayed  during  1941. 

21  Bronchograms  were  done  during  1942. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES 

Birkenhead  has,  like  all  large  ports,  experienced  a decided  increase 
iu  the  incidence  of  venereal  disease  during  the  war.  During  the  first 
year  of  war  the  rise  was  very  small  amongst  both  sexes.  During  the 
second  year  Dr.  Blackstock,  the  Venereal  Diseases  Officer,  found  that 
there  was  a decided  increase  amongst  females ; this  has  continued  until 
the  incidence  amongst  women  has  risen  by  over  100%  in  comparison 
with  peace  years.  Many  of  the  women  report  that  they  have  been 
infected  by  their  husbands  home  on  leave;  others  have  infected  their 
husbands.  At  present  one  cannot  be  sure  which  sequence  of  events  is 
the  more  prevalent. 

A large  number  of  the  male  population  are  now  receiving  treatment 
from  their  private  doctors;  and  cases,  both  male  and  female,  in  the 
forces  are  not  recorded  in  this  report.  Complete  information  as  to  the 
incidence  of  venereal  disease  is  therefore  not  available  for  the  purposes 
of  publication. 

Assuming  that  there  are  several  males  infected  by  each  infectious 
female,  the  number  of  males  attending  the  venereal  diseases  clinic 
ought  to  be  three  or  four  times  greater  than  the  number  of  females. 
This  is  not  the  case.  The  rise  in  the  incidence  in  females  is  alarming; 
these  women  must  be  infecting  members  of  the  forces  as  well  as  the 
civil  male  population.  In  the  case  of  syphilis  this  is  very  important, 
as  the  prospect  of  children  being  born  who  are  infected  with  congenital 
syphilis  is  a serious  menace  to  our  future  civilian  peace-time  population. 

From  the  numbers  given  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rise  in  the 
incidence  of  syphilis  in  the  infectious  stage  (primary  and  secondary) 
has  increased  to  such  a degree  that  there  is  justification  for  the  view 
that  compulsory  notification  and  compulsory  treatment  will  be  the  only 
means  of  controlling  its  spread.  The*present  regulations  and  propa- 
ganda will  help,  but  will  still  leave  untouched  many  infectious  cases. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  in  Birkenhedd  should 
be  improved.  Too  little  hospital  space  is  given  to  clinics,  and  more 
consideration  should  be  given  to  making  the  treatment  easy  to  obtain, 
painless,  easy  to  seek,  and  entirely  private. 

It  is  agreed  that  an  effort  must  be  made  after  the  war  to  secure  a 
higher  birth-rate  if  the  nation  is  to  keep  its  place  in  the  world.  It  is 
surely  desirable  that  these  children  should  be  free  from  congenital 
syphilis,  and  that  children  born  with  the  disease  should  be  treated. 
Many  children  born  with  syphilis  can  be  made,  by  medical  treatment, 
completely  free  from  the  disease  before  they  are  adults  and  so  become 
useful  and  normal  citizens;  and  not  deformed,  or  blinded,  and  a liability 
to  the  ratepayers. 

Syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  can  be  quickly  cured  if  treated  in  the  early 
stages.  Not  so  the  chronic  case  which  has  advanced  to  the  stage  of 
permanent  damage,  as  in  locomotor  ataxia  and  general  paralysis  of  the 
iusane.  All  hospitals  contain  cases  of  nervous  disorders  and  heart 
disease  which  have  syphilis  as  their  cause, 
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Much  reorganisation  of  the  treatment  and  care  of  venereal  disease 
is  desirable  in  the  future  if  wastage  of  manpower  is  to  be  avoided. 
The  venereal  diseases  patient  must  receive  his  or  her  proportion  of 
medical  and  nursing  attention  without  stigmatisation  in  hospital  wards 
and  out-patient  departments.  Medical  students  and  nurses  should  be 
trained  to  regard  the  sufferer  from  venereal  disease  as  calling  for  the 
same  quality  of  attention  as  any  other  case  of  sickness. 

During  the  year,  687  persons  were  dealt  with  at  the  General 
Hospital  Clinic  (471  males  and  216  females),  and  31  children  (16  males 
and  15  females)  were  dealt  with  at  the  Hamilton  Square  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  General  Hospital 
Clinic  was  7,655  and  at  the  Hamilton  Square  Clinic  191. 

The  total  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  the  General  Hospital  Clinic 
was  394  (259  males  and  135  females) , as  compared  with  352  (291  males 
and  .61  females)  in  1941. 

9 patients  (8  males  and  1 female)  received  in-patient  treatment, 
the  aggregate  number  of  in-patient  days  being  163.

Of  the  6 patients  sent  into  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  by 
medical  practitioners  as  cases  of  enteric  fever,  the  diagnosis  was  con- 
firmed in  3 patients,  1 of  whom  subsequently  died.  The  final  diagnoses 
in  the  remaining  3 cases  was  1 pyrexia,  2 gastric  enteritis. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  free  of  any  charge  has  been 
actively  carried  out  in  the  Borough  since  1934.  During  the  past  year 
efforts  to  persuade  parents  to  accejff  this  important  measure  of  protec- 
tion for  their  children  have  been  intensified,  with  a fair  degree  of 
response  from  those  who  have  a sufficient  degree  of  intelligence  and  of 
interest  in  their  children’s  welfare.  J3y  means  of  posters  displayed  in 
buses  and  other  prominent  places,  the  distribution  of  handbills,  and 
visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  homes  of  such  children, 
parents  have  been  encouraged  to  have  the  younger  members  of  their 
families  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

Special  immunisation  sessions  have  also  been  arranged  for  children 
of  school  age  at  the  various  clinics  and  at  certain  of  the  larger  schools. 

The  number  of  children  whose  immunisation  was  completed  during 


the  year  was  3,139,  made  up  as  follows:- —

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BIRKENHEAD  MUNICIPAL  (GENERAL) 
HOSPITAL 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  administrative  arrangements  during 
the  year.

An  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist,  and 
A Dental  Surgeon 
were  retained. 

The  Hospital  is  recognised  as  a training  school  for  the  General 
Nursing  Council  and  as  a Part  1 training  school  for  the  diploma  of  the 
Central  Midwives  Board.  During  the  past  year  many  members  of  the 
nursing  staff  have  passed  out  from  the  hospital  as  fully  trained  nurses 
and  midwives,  and  many  nurses  who  have  beemtrained  at  this  hospital 
in  the  past  are  now  serving  with  the  Queen  Alexandra  Nursing  Services 
attached  to  H.M.  Forces. 

During  the  year  1942  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  admissions  to  the  hospital  and  the  total  of  in-patient  days 
was  increased  by  just  over  20,000.  This  increase  of  admissions  and 
in-patient  days  is  due  no  doubt  to  the  freedom  from  bombing  enjoyed 
during  the  past  year.  The  hospital  is  classified  under  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  Scheme  as  a Class  1 Casualty  Clearing  Hospital  and  100  beds 
require  to  be  reserved  constantly  for  the  admission  of  air  raid  casualties. 
It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  accommodation  has  been  difficult 
to  find  for  all  classes  of  cases,  particularly  for  long-stav  chronic  cases 
which  show  an  increase  on  previous  years.  During  the  winter  months 
it  became  necessary  to  restrict  the  admission  of  such  cases,  but  at  no 
time  have  any  acute  surgical,  medical,  or  obstetrical  cases  been  refused 
admission.  Alternative  accommodation  should  be  sought  in  the 
Borough  for  the  treatment  of  senile  cases  who  are  primarily  infirm 
rather  than  sick,  in  order  to  relieve  the  strain  on  the  present  accommod- 
ation available  at  the  hospital.  During  the  past  winter  the  wards 
allocated  to  such  cases  have  been  extremely  congested.  (A  similar 
state  of  affairs  has  existed  in  the  Infirm  Wards  of  the  Birkenhead 
Institution.) 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  air  raids  over  the  Borough,  the  hospital 
has  been  kept  in  a state  of  readiness  during  the  past  year  for  the 
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resumption  of  these  at  any  time.  Large  stocks  of  drugs  and  dressings 
have  had  to  be  maintained  and  certain  wards  have  been  allocated  for 
resuscitation  and  blood  transfusion  work  in  connection  with  air  raid 
casualties.  This  lias  further  reduced  the  available  accommodation  for 
ordinary  civilian  work  at  the  hospital. 

'The  stretcher  bearers  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  have 
during  the  past  year  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  man>  directions. 
Owing  to  the  shortage  of  man-power  they  have  assisted  the  Nursing 
Staff  in  transferring  patients  to  other  wards,  operating  theatres. 'etc. 
The  services  of  Nursing  Auxiliaries  also  have  been  greatly  appreciated 
in  helping  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency  of  regular  nurses — a deficiency 
w hich  exists  not  only  in  Birkenhead  but  throughout  the  whole  country. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  met  in  maintaining  numbers  of 
i lie  staff,  both  clerical  and  manual  workers,  and  the  shortage  of 
doctors  has  also  caused  much  anxiety  from  time  to  time. 

Arrowe  Municipal  Hospital  Annexe 

On  September  1st,  104*2.  this  Auxiliary  Hospital  to  the  Birkenhead 
Municipal  Hospital  was  opened  with  the  admission  of  20  cases  recover- 
ing from  various  illnesses  which  had  been  transferred  from  the 
Municipal  Hospital. 

Arrowe  Municipal  Hospital  has  been  equipped  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  air  raid 
casualties.  Altogether  some  To  beds  are  available  and  an  emergency 
operating  theatre  has  been  installed  capable  of  dealing  with  two 
operation  eases  at  the  one  time. 

In  order  to  test  the  various  difficulties  bound  to  be  associated 
with  the  conversion  of  a private  house  to  an  Emergency  Hospital, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  suggested  that  the  hospital  should  he  used  for 
the  treatment  of  convalescent  cases  who,  although  fit  to  be  transferred 
to  outlying  hospitals,  are  unfit  for  transfer  home.  (In  the  past  such 
cases  were  transferred  to  Clatterbridge  County  (General)  Hospital  in 
order  to  conserve  the  necessary  beds  for  the  admission  of  casualties.) 

Since  the  opening  of  Arrowe  Municipal  Hospital  it  has  been 
necessary  to  transfer  only  a few  E.M.S.  cases  to  Clatterbridge;  and 
much  experience  has  been  gained  in  ^working  conditions  at  Arrowe 
during  the  past  six  months. 

At  the  present  time  the  hospital  is  occupied  by  20-25  cases,  both 
medical  and  surgical,  as  well  as  children,  and  the  great  benefits  of  a 
hospital  in  the  country  have  been  amply  demonstrated  by  the  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  patients  following  transfer  to  Arrowe. 

At  the  present  time  most  of  the  ground  floor  wards  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital  have  been  bricked  up  in  order  to  afford  total 
protection  against  blast  from  bombs,  with  the  result  that  lighting  and 
ventilation  have  been  considerably  reduced.  The  advantage  of  trans- 
ferring such  cases  as  convalescent  pneumonias,  and  cardiac,  rheumatic 
and  acute  surgical  cases  to  Arrowe  from  the  gloom  of  the  ground-floor 
wards  at  the  Municipal  Hospital  is  obvious. 
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During  the  first  four  months,  from  the  period  1st  September  to  the 
31st  December,  1942,  118  cases  had  been  admitted  to  Arrowe,  most  of 
these  being  transferred,  on 'discharge,  to  their  own  homes.  But  one 
or  two  continuation  cases  were  returned  to  the  Municipal  Hospital  for 
further  treatment. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  a recent  circular  have  advocated  the 
provision  of  rehabilitation  hospitals  and  centres  to  which  patients 
should  be  sent  prior  to  their  final  discharge.  It  is  thought  that  a 
period  in  these  rehabilitation  centres  will  restore  the  patient  more  to 
bis  normal  health  than  if  he  had  been  transferred  immediately  from 
the  wards  of  the  General  Hospital.  Nothing  could  be  more  ideal  for 
this  purpose  than  the  magnificent  grounds  surrounding  Arrowe  Hall. 

At  the  present  time  only  the  upstair  wards  are  being  used,  but  it 
has  been  found  that  the  absence  of  a lift  is  a great  drawback  for 
convalescent  cases  who  are  getting  up  from  bed  for  the  first  time. 
Orthopaedic  cases,  amputations,  etc.,  also  find  difficulty  in  negotiating 
the  staircase.  The  ground  floor  wTards  at  the  hospital  cannot  be  used 
as  the  general  public  are  allowed  to  come  right  up  to  the  windows. 

This  is  a serious  drawback.  It  would  indeed  be  a great  advantage 
if  the  lawn  and  forecourt  within  the  boundary  wall  could  be  reserved  for 
the  use  of  patients.  This  would  enable  rehabilitation  exercises  to  be 
carried  out  to  the  full.  The  presence  of  the  public,  particularly  during 
the  afternoons  and  at  week-ends,  prevents  any  such  measures  being 
adopted. 

An  excellent  library  has  been  installed  by  the  Birkenhead  and 
Wirral  Ded  Cross  Library  Depot  at  Arrowe  to  help  patients  to  pass  the 
time  by  reading.  The  Librarian  attends  once  weekly,  and  the  patients 
have  repeatedly  expressed  their  gratitude  for  this  excellent  service 
provided  for  their  benefit. 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency  arising  such  as  heavy  bombing  from 
the  air,  the  hospital  would  require  to  be  fully  staffed;  convalescent 
cases  would  be  transferred  elsewhere ; and  casualties  * would  be 
admitted,  either  direct  from  the  Deceiving  Hospitals  in  Birkenhead  or 
fiom  the  scene  of  the  incidents.  It  would,  of  course,  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  nursing  staff  very  considerably.  At  the  present  time  the 
hospital  is  under  the  care  of  a Sister-in-Charge,  who  has  with  her  a 
number  of  nurses  transferred  for  short  periods  from  the  Municipal 
Hospital,  a trained  staff  nurse,  and  several  members  of  the  Civil 
Nursing  Deserve.  This  staff  would,  of  course,  be  inadequate  to  cope 
with  the  admission  and  treatment  of  air  raid  casualties  and  would 
need  to  be  considerably  up-graded  in  the  event  of  bombing  being 
resumed  over  Merseyside.

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY 


There  were  no  new  developments  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
trative arrangements  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases  under  the  care  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  580.  Of  these  114  were  in 
Institutions  placed  by  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  Committee.  12  were 
in  Institutions  placed  by  parents,  etc.,  6 were  in  State  Institutions 
placed  by  the  Board  of  Control;  25  cases  under  home  supervision  were 
awaiting  Institutional  treatment ; 62  cases  were  under  domiciliary 

treatment  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee;  355  cases  (including 
314  ex-special  school  cases)  were  under  home  supervision ; 6 cases  were 
under  official  guardianship. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

No  changes  w*ere  made  in  the  administrative  arrangements  during 
the  year. 

The  total  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  270 — 145  males  and  125  females. 

The  number  of  blind  evacuees  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  14. 

Domiciliary  assistance  to  necessitous  blind  persons  was  increased 
during  the  year. 


HOUSING  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 

% 

This  work  still  suffered  during  1942  owing  to  shortage  of  staff. 
The  normal  staff  consists  of  14  Inspectors,  including  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  one  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Assistant. 

Two  of  these  are  serving  in  H.M.  Forces;  three  others  left  the 
service  for  more  lucrative  posts,  and  it  has  been  found  impossible  to 
obtain  replacements  although  the  vacancies  have  been  advertised. 

No  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  which  did  not  comply  with 
the  building  bye-laws. 

The  total  number  of  premises  inspected  for  housing  and  other 
defects  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  during  the  year  was 
10,096.  30,056  inspections  were  made  for  this  purpose. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

War-time  Nurseries 

During  the  year  two  War-time  Nurseries  were  opened  under  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Scheme  for  the  children  of  mothers  engaged  on 
war  work,  at  4 Cavendish  Boad  and  506  Old  Chester  Boad. 

Cavendish  Boad  Nursery  has  accommodation  for  15  children  aged 
0-2  years  and  23  children  2-5  years. 

Old  Chester  Boad  Nursery  has  accommodation  for  17  children  aged 
0-2  years  and  30  children  2-5  years. 

The  Nurseries  are  open  daily  from  7.30  a.m.  to  6.0  p.m.  (Sundays 
excepted),  Saturdays  7.30  a.m.  to  1.0  p.m. 

The  charge,  which  includes  three  meals,  is  1/-  for  each  child 
per  (day.  Applications  for  admission  are  made  to  the  Matron  or 
Sister-in-Charge  at  each  nursery. 

The  Nurseries  have  proved  to  be  popular  and  well  attended. 

A third  nursery  at  9 Hollybank  Boad  is  to  be  opened  as  early  as 
possible. 

Midwives 

69  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
Borough.

Antenatal  Clinics 

In  regard  to  the  antenatal  clinics,  sessions  were  held  on  157 
occasions,  the  number  of  patients  dealt  with  1.153;  the  total  number 
of  attendances  being  3,684. 

A small  amount  of  postnatal  work  was  carried  out  at  the  ante- 
natal clinics.  13  mothers  paid  14  visits. 

Infant  Life  Protection 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  names  of  15  children  were  entered  on 
the  Register  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  65  of  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

4 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  were  treated  at  home.  Vision  was  unimpaired  in  all  cases. 

Maternal  Mortality 

The  Registrar-General’s  annual  statement  of  causes  of  death 
includes  14  deaths  connected  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth. 

This  gives  a maternal  mortality  rate  of  5.9  per  1,000  births  (living 
and  still) , as  compared  with  a rate  of  2.01  for  the  whole  country.

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CIVIL  DEFENCE  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Regional  Commissioner  requested 
that  a review  be  undertaken  of  the  First  Aid  Posts  in  the  area  with 
a view  to  effecting  any  practical  reduction.  After  a very  careful 
scrutiny  it  was  finally  decided  to  reduce  one  first  aid  post  to  a 
“ care  and  maintenance  ” basis  and  to  make  a reduction  in  the  paid 
staff  from  a strength  of  151  to  108  (fixed  and  mobile  first  aid  posts), 
excluding  trained  nurses.  Dr.  D.  L.  Murray  commenced  duty  as  Civil 
Defence  Medical  Officer  on  1st  January.

Civil  Nursing  Reserve 


The  task  of  organising  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  in  Birkenhead 
was  taken  up  by  Mrs.  (1.  S.  Prentice  before  the  outbreak  of  war — in 
May,  1939.  A special  Committee  (the  Local  Emergency  Committee 
for  the  Nursing  Profession)  was  formed,  consisting  of  representatives 
of  the  medical  and  nursing  staffs  of  the  hospitals  in  the  area,  with  Mrs. 
Prentice  as  Chairman. 

The  services  rendered  by  Mrs.  Prentice  throughout  the  war, 
without  a break,  have  been  invaluable.  The  work  has  been  particu- 
larly arduous,  calling  for  almost  daily  contacts  with  hospitals,  con- 
ferences with  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  numberless 
interviews  with  prospective  entrants.  The  work  has  proceeded  with 
the  utmost  smoothness  and  lack  of  friction — a result  which  could  not 
have  been  achieved  without  the  exercise  of  exceptional  organising 
ability,  sympathetic  insight,  and  devotion. 

The  enrolment  figures  of  all  Birkenhead  Civil  Nursing  Reserve 
members  up  to  the  end  of  1942  who  are  giving  regular  reliable  service

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HEALTH  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 
IN  BIRKENHEAD 


Staff. 

The  Medical  Staff  engaged  on  School  Medical  Service  duties  during 
the  past  year  consisted  of  Dr.  Blackstock,  Dr.  Williams,  Dr.  Esme 
Grant  and  Dr.  Marsh  : the  last  named  being  engaged  in  a part-time 
capacity.  On  the  1st  January  Dr.  Murray  was  transferred  to  Civil 
Defence  duties,  and  applications  were  invited  for  the  temporary  posi- 
tion of  whole-time  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer.  No  suitable 
applications  were  received  and  there  was  no  option  but  to  leave  the 
appointment  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being.  It  was  felt,  however,  that 
the  work  of  School  Medical  Inspection  should  be  curtailed  as  little  as 
possible,  more  assistance  being  obtained  where  necessary  by  the 
employment  of  part-time  doctors. 

Mr.  Wilson  Smith,  the  Senior  Dental  Surgeon,  has  been  assisted 
by  Mr.  A.  C.  Capper  and  Miss  D.  Hely  in  the  dental  inspections  and 
treatment  which  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  both  in  Birken- 
head and  in  the  Reception  Counties.  Miss  Hely,  who  commenced  duty 
in  May,  replaced  Miss  Warlow,  who  terminated  her  duties  at  the  end 
of  the  previous  year.  Mr.  Capper  was  called  for  military  service  in 
August.  For  the  present  it  is  not  proposed  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

At  the  request  of  parents,  treatment  for  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  has  been  given  at  all  Minor  Ailments  Clinics.  In  addition, 
a number  of  special  sessions  have  been  held  in  schools  for  this  purpose. 

A total  of  1,410  children  of  school  age  received  the  full  course  of 
treatment,  i.e.,  two  immunising  injections,  whilst  the  treatment  of  a 
further  696  children,  who  had  received  one  injection,  was  not  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Routine  Medical  Inspections. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education  Circular  1586,  that 
one  or  more  age  groups  should  be  omitted  from  routine  medical  inspec- 
tion was  carefully  considered  in  April.  It  was  decided  that  in  spite 
of  the  transfer  of  Dr.  Murray  it  might  be  possible  to  complete  the 
inspection  of  all  the  four  age  groups,  and  of  the  nursery  classes,  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

With  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Murray,  who  devoted  a number  of 
sessions  to  the  inspection  of  boys  attending  the  central  and  secondary 
schools  in  the  Borough,  and  of  Dr.  Marsh,  all  these  inspections  "were 
completed  by  the  31st  December. 
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In  order  to  release  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  for  the 
more  urgent  work  in  the  elementary  schools  the  annual  medical  inspec- 
tion of  all  pupils  at  the  secondary  schools  (on  which  the  Board  of 
Education  has  never  insisted)  was  discontinued.  For  this  there  were 
substituted  the  inspection  of  entrants  and  leavers  only,  and  a rapid 
survey  of  all  other  children  with  special  attention  being  paid  to  those 
with  defects. 

In  the  succeeding  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  detaiis  of  aii 
the  School  Medical  Service  work  carried  out  in  Birkenhead  during  the 
year. 

Skin  Clinic. 

On  the  23rd  June  the  Skin  Clinic  was  opened  at  the  Decontamina- 
tion Centre,  Livingstone  Street,  under  the  cunt  ml  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee. The  transfer  of  the  Clinic  from  the  Birkenhead  Institution  to 
the  new  premises  enabled  the  staff  to  deal  with  a much  larger  number 
of  cases,  as  the  facilities  for  treatment,  although  not  ideal,  were  a 
great  improvement  on  those  at  the  Institution.  Since  the  opening  of 
this  treatment  centre  the  number  of  patients  has  shown  a steady 
increase  month  by  month. 

Owing  to  the  existence  of  an  ample  hot  water  supply  the  premises 
at  Livingstone  Street  were  quickly  converted.  The  equipment  includes 
twelve  shower  and  four  slipper  baths,  two  electric  ovens  for  the  cleans- 
ing of  clothing,  and  cots  and  beds  on  which  the  patients  may  rest  whilst 
their  clothing  is  being  disinfected. 

There  have  been  no  changes  on  the  staff  engaged  on  this  work 
during  the  year;  it  consists  of  Miss  Beattie,  the  Nurs.-  in  Charge,  one 
trained  nurse,  and  male  and  female  volunteers  from  the  First  Aid  Posts 
in  the  Borough,  who  have  been  trained  tor  this  purpose.  All  the  work 
carried  out  is  supervised  by  Dr.  Blackstock,  who  has  contributed  much 
to  the  smooth  running  and  efficiency  of  the  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  is  open  for  treatment  each  day,  and  a weekly  evening 
session  is  held  for  adults  in  employment  so  that  no  loss  of  working 
hours  is  necessary. 

Although  many  good  remedies  for  scabies  are  available,  it  has  long 
been  recognised  that  treatment  left  in  the  hands  of  the  patient  often 
leads  to  drug  dermatitis,  and  the  skin  condition  deteriorates  rather 
than  improves  with  treatment. 

% 

Cases  are  referred  to  the  Clinic  by  the  three ‘hospitals  in  the 
Borough,  by  the  municipal  clinics  and  by  medical  practitioners.  No 
treatment  is  carried  out  unless  it  is  recommended  by  a doctor,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  family  contacts  of  persons  already  receiving  treat- 
ment. 

During  the  year  1,628  cases  of  scabies  and  post  scabies  dermatitis 
amongst  children  of  school  age  received  treatment.  These  children 
made  4,383  attendances.  It  is  estimated  that  an  average  of  2.69  treat- 
ments only  were  required  to  effect  a cure  for  a case  of  uncomplicated 
scabies.  Patients  are  not  discharged  until  all  complications  in  the  form 
of  other  skin  diseases  and  general  uncleanliness  are  cured.  All  school 
children  return  for  inspection  one  week  after  the  treatment  has  been 
completed. 
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In  addition  to  the  1,6*28  cases  of  scabies  and  post-scabies  dermatitis 
638  children  suffering  from  other  skin  diseases  made  1,894  attendances 
for  treatment.  This  work  must  considerably  ease  the  strain  on  the 
hospitals’  out-patient  clinics  and  in-patient  accommodation. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  past 
year  does  not  necessarily  represent  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  the 
disease,  but  merely  that  the  Clinic  has  treated  over  65%  of  all  the 
cases  occurring  m the  Borough,  and  90%  of  the  cases  occurring  among 
the  school  population. 

Unfortunately  there  is  a small  minority  who  are  always  dirty  and 
harbour  lice  and  other  parasites.  Such  persons  are  frequent  sufferers 
from  scabies  and  they  appear  at  regular  intervals  with  fresh  infections. 
Apart  from  attacks  of  impetigo  and  other  diseases  caused  by  uncleanli- 
ness, they  may  average  three  or  four  attacks  of  scabies  each  year. 
They  are  a continual  source  of  trouble,  and  of  expense  to  the  rate- 
payer. 

Amongst  other  sections  of  the  community  the  incidence  of  scabies 
has  declined.  This  is  due  to  several  factors — the  provision  of  rapid  and 
free  treatment,  the  greater  dispersal  of  sleeping  accommodation  now 
that  air  raids  are  less  prevalent  and  communal  sleeping  in  shelters  has 
almost  ceased,  and  the  exclusion  of  children  from  school  until  they  are 
pronounced  to  be  free  from  infection  by  a doctor. 

The  need  for  a Skin  Clinic  will  exist  for  several  years  after  the  war, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  even  more  suitable  premises  will  be  available,  so 
that  a permanent  clinic  for  cleansing  and  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases 
may  be  set  up. 

General. 

The  examination  of  children  at  schools  and  clinics  during  the  past 
year  has  shown  that  there  is  a slight  rise  in  the  percentage  of  children 
suffering  from  malnutrition.  This  increase  should  not  necessarily  be 
attributed  to  lack  of  nourishment,  but  to  a more  generalised  form  of 
neglect  which  includes  uncleanliness  and  insufficient  sleep,  and  which 
is  resulting  from  the  absence  from  so  many  homes  of  pareitts  engaged 
on  war  work.  The  difficulties  of  the  School  Medical  Service  have  been 
greatly  increased  by  this  factor. 

. The  provision  of  dinners  in  nineteen  elementary  schools  and  four 
secondary  schools  in  the  Borough  has  done  a great  deal  to  provide  in 
the  children’s  diet  the  food  factors  which  are  essential  for  good  health 
and  maximum  possible  growth.  It  is  hoped  that  even  more  centres 
will  be  opened  during  the  coming  year  so  that  all  children  in  the  town 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  benefiting  from  school  meals. 

In  addition  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  school  children  show- 
ing signs  of  malnutrition,  a greater  incidence  of  minor  ailments  and 
infectious  disease  have  been  noted.  This  is  no  doubt  partly  due  to  the 
lowered  resistance  to  infection  through  some  decrease  of  vitamins  in 
the  children’s  diet. 

It  may  be  recorded,  however,  that  the  general  health  and  the 
standard  of  nutrition  of  children  in  Birkenhead  compare  favourably 
with  those  of  children  in  other  industrial  areas  ; this  opinion  was 
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expressed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education  who  con- 
ducted a series  of  investigations  in  Birkenhead  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year. 


HEALTH  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  IN  THE 
. RECEPTION  AREAS 

There  has  been  no  large-scale  evacuation  to  the  Reception  Counties 
during  the  past  year  owing  to  the  absence  for  the  time  being  of  enemy 
air  activity  in  this  area.  Unfortunately  many  more  children  have 
returned  to  Birkenhead,  and  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  only 
2,000  children  were  remaining  in  the  Reception  Counties  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Medical  Inspections 

The  medical  inspection  of  Birkenhead  children  in  Montgomery- 
shire, Caernarvonshire  and  Shropshire  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
staffs  of  the  County  Medical  Officers.  At  the  request  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Merionethshire,  Dr.  Williams  devoted  21  sessions 
to  the  inspection  of  children  in  this  County.  In  addition  to  this  work. 
Dr.  Williams  completed  the  treatment  for  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  of  a small  number  of  children. 

Brief  details  of  the  medical  inspections  in  Merionethshire  are  given

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  Dr.  Frazer,  the  Liverpool 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Williams  inspected  116  Liverpool 
children  in  Blaenau  Ffestiniog  whilst  she  was  in  the  area. 

Class  for  Partially  Sighted  Children  at  Morda,  Shropshire 

In  1942  there  were  34  children  in  Birkenhead  on  the  register  of 
partially  sighted  children ; of  these  only  nine  are  attending  the  Class 
which  is  evacuated  to  Morda.  In  addition  to  the  partially  sighted 
children  five  sighted  children  were  attending  the  Class. 

All  the  children  were  medically,  examined  by  Dr.  Williams 
in  July.  The  only  defects  found  were  two  cases 'of  scabies  which 
were  referred  to  the  local  medical  practitioners.  All  the  children  were 
well  and  happy  and  they  appeared  to  be  very  interested  in  their  work. 
Their  behaviour  was  excellent. 

The  educational  methods  employed  are  designed  to  avoid  the  use 
of  sight  except  to  a very  small  degree ; teaching  is  for  the  most  part 
oral.  Each  afternoon  is  devoted  to  handwork,  which  includes  knitting, 
basket  work,  rug  making,  shoe  repairing  for  the  boys,  and  gardening. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  over-estimate  the  success  which  the  teachers 
have  made  of  the  Class  since  evacuation.  The  training  which  the 
children  receive  will  prove  invaluable  in  after-life. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  therefore,  that  all  the  partially  sighted 
children  in  the  Borough  are  not  receiving  benefit  from  the  special 
facilities  which  are  open  to  them, 
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Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

Mr.  Capper  returned  to  Birkenhead  in  the  middle  of  January  after 
completing  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  approximately  2,500 
children  in  Merionethshire  and  Montgomeryshire.  He  re-visited  the 
Corwen  area  in  June  for  inspection  and  treatment  at  the  schools  which 
had  been  closed  at  the  time  of  his  first  visit  in  the  early  part  of  1941, 
on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria.

Whilst  in  the  area  Mr.  Capper  inspected  and  treated  82  Liverpool 
children  in  Blaenau  Ffestiniog 

The  inspection  and  treatment  of  a number  of  Birkenhead  children 
in  Flintshire  was  carried  out  in  June  by  a Liverpool  Dental  Surgeon 
who  was  in  the  area  at  that  time. 

' It  has  therefore  been  possible  to  obviate  a considerable  amount 
of  travelling  and  to  carry  out  the  medical  and  dental  inspections  with 
very  little  delay  by  the  pooling  of  Birkenhead  and  Liverpool  medical 
staffs  engaged  on  evacuation  duties. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

On  the  15th  May  notification  was  received  of  two  cases  of 
diphtheria  amongst  Birkenhead  children  in  the  Edeyrnion  District. 
The  children  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  swabs  of  all 
contacts  were  taken.  No  further  developments  were  reported  and  no 
new  cases  occurred.  Neither  of  the  children  had  received  treatment 
for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  either  in  Birkenhead  or  in  Corwen. 

No  other  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  during  the 
year.  A number  of  children  suffering  from  scabies  have  received  treat- 
ment at  the  local  hospitals  and  sick  bays. 

IGeneral. 

So  far  as  possible  (we  do  not  get  information  about  every  case) 
evacuated  children  who  visit  Birkenhead  for  a short  holiday  are  medic- 
ally examined  in  order  to  ensure  that  they  are  free  from  infectious 
disease  before  returning  to  the  Reception  Areas.  The  general  health  of 
Birkenhead  school  children  in  these  Areas  continues  to  be  good.  Very 
few  complaints  have  been  received  either  from  householders  in  these 
Areas  or  from  the  parents  of  evacuated  children. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  once  again  of  expressing  my 
gratitude  for  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical  Officers  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  children,  and  for  the  interest  which 
is  taken  in  their  welfare  by  doctors,  nurses  and  householders. 

The  interest  "which  has  invariably  been  shown  by  Mr.  Dempsey, 
Director  of  Education,  in  the  measures  taken  for  safeguarding  the  health 
rf  the  children  has  been  greatly  appreciated,

recorded  under  the  heading  of  special  inspections  is  only  the  first 
inspection  of  the  child  so  referred  for  a particular  defect.

Dr.  Williams  continued  in  charge  of  the  Eye  Clinic. 

Care  is  taken  to  secure  that,  so  far  as  can  be  judged  without  any 
elaborate  system  of  investigation,  only  those  parents  who  are  not  in  a 
position  to  obtain  private  attention  to  their  children’s  eyes  are  allowed 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  at  the  clinic.
